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Under-fire Romney seeks 
to win big in key US vote 


Seven Harvard Professors to share in 
Aruba-Harvard Seminar on Energy 



CONCORD (AFP) - White 
House hopeful Mitt Romney, 
aiming to silence doubts that 
he should be the Republican to 
take on President Barack 
Obama in November, is eying 
a big win in yesterday’s New 
Hampshire primary. 

The former Massachusetts 
governor and millionaire ven¬ 
ture capitalist hopes to turn a 
commanding lead in the polls 
here into a runaway romp to 
feed momentum ahead of 
votes in South Carolina next 
week and Florida on January 
31. 

"We’ve worked really 
hard," Romney said at a 
polling place in a school in 
Manchester, New Hampshire, 
as camera crews broke through 
barricades set up by police to 
ensure voters could get in to 
cast ballots. 


Romney won last week's 
Iowa vote by just eight votes, 
but a victory here and wins in 
the next two contests would 
likely put him on a safe path to 
become the party's standard- 
bearer against the embattled 
Democratic incumbent in the 
November 6 elections. 

His rivals have been ham¬ 
mering the frontrunner, no¬ 
tably tarring him as a callous 
corporate raider who profited 
while workers lost their jobs — 
an odd attack in a party that 
trumpets unfettered capitalism 
as a force for good. 

Romney has shot back that 
his private sector triumphs 
make him the best person to 
take on Obama, whose reelec¬ 
tion bid is weighed down by 
the sagging US economy and 
high unemployment.

'Doomsday* 
ticks closer 
on nuclear, 
climate fears 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Global uncertainty on how to 
deal with the threats of nu¬ 
clear weapons and climate 
change have forced the 
"Doomsday clock” one 
minute closer to midnight, 
leading international scien¬ 
tists said yesterday. 

”It is now five minutes to 
midnight,” said Allison Mac- 
farlan, chair of the Bulletin of 
Atomic Scientists, which cre¬ 
ated the Doomsday clock in 
1947 as a barometer of how 
close the world is to an apoc¬ 
alyptic end. 

The last decision by the 
group, which includes a host 
of Nobel Prize winning scien¬ 
tists, moved the clock a 
minute further away from 
midnight in 2010 on hopes of 
global nuclear cooperation 
and the election of President 
Barack Obama. 

However, yesterday’s de¬ 
cision pushes the clock back 
to the time where it was in 
2007.

And they 
love living there: they are 
well-cared for, they are fed 
and watered and when they 
are sick the vet is called. Yes, 
they are expensive customers 
for the sanctuary. 

The volunteers are trying 
to cover the various costs 
with all kinds of activities 
and the sale of great donkey 
memorabilia in the shop. For¬ 
tunately, there are also visi¬ 
tors who wish to adopt a 


donkey, who buy something 
at the donkey shop or who 
make a donation. Thus they 
help support us. Everyone is 
welcome to visit the sanctu¬ 
ary, which has opening hours 
from 9 a.m. until 4 p.m. and 
in the weekend from 10 a.m. 
until 3 p.m. Entrance is free 
of charge and one can enjoy 
a soft drink, a cup of coffee or 
a refreshing ice cream.

Last week THE MORNING 
NEWS put out an urgent call 
on behalf of Cas Animal for 
volunteers to help with a litter 
of 7 newborn puppies needed 
foster homes until ready for 
adoption. Kiki Arndt, the 
founder of the non-profit 
foundation, who has turned 
her home into a no-kill shel¬ 
ter for Aruba’s abandoned, 
abused and street dogs and 
cats, did not want to keep the 
puppies in the shelter for fear 
of their exposure to the Parvo 
virus. As much as one cleans 
and disinfects, when taking in 
so many dogs off the streets, 
it is nearly impossible to keep 
this pernicious disease out of 
the facility. 

Adult dogs usually toler¬ 
ate a bout with the virus 
pretty well, sometimes not 
even showing symptoms, but 
it is deadly for young pup¬ 
pies. THE MORNING 
NEWS has been caring for 2 
of them for the past week, as 
they are best taken in as a pair 
or more to help them social¬ 
ize and adapt when they are 
older. 

These 2 adorable puppies 
are growing steadily and fee¬ 
ding well; getting active and 
curious, and are very affec¬ 
tionate. They will eventually 
need permanent homes, 
something the paper simply 
cannot handle. Anyone wish¬ 
ing to adopt either or both of 
these puppies will find them 
very loving and accustomed 
to people, as they have come 
to think of humans as their 
mother. They will make 
sweet, wonderful compan¬ 
ions for children; a wonderful 


way to teach youngsters re¬ 
sponsibility, respect for life 
and humane treatment of an¬ 
imals. 3 of the litter have al¬ 
ready been taken into homes 
permanently; there are still 
others to save, aside from 
several older puppies at the 
shelter ready, for a good 
home. 

Call Kiki at 742-8732 to 
assist in this current crisis or 
simply to adopt one of the 
nearly 100 dogs she has res¬ 
cued. You can also report an 
animal in need of assistance, 
as she maintains an Animal 
Ambulance to pick them up; 
there are few that cannot be 
rehabilitated from injury, dis¬ 
ease or abuse, she has worked 
miracles. 

Kiki’s expenses for feed¬ 
ing all the animals she has 
taken in are astronomical, as 
well as her veterinary bills. 
You can also help by paying 
on her account at the Contr¬ 


eras Clinics in Shaba or Sa- 
vaneta, or to Veterinarian Na¬ 
talie Booi at Animal Care 
Clinic, phone number 582- 
8382, as well making a dona¬ 
tion to Cas Animal 
Foundation via their CMB 
Bank account # 25762110 to 
assist in this important work. 
Kiki is also attempting to 
construct a proper facility 
with onsite clinic on land she 
has been awarded by the gov¬ 
ernment, and donations will 
help with this goal. 

If you are not an island re¬ 
sident and wish to adopt a 
dog, Kiki will assist you in 
the process, as it is much eas¬ 
ier to return to the U.S. with 
an Aruban dog than you 
might think, and any would 
be examined and certified by 
a qua-lified vet to pass qua¬ 
rantine standards prior to 
transport.

Assad vows to crush 
'terrorism' with iron fist

"I think Mitt Romney has the 
best chance to beat Barack and 
that’s why I voted for him," 
Scott Ramsey said outside a 
polling place here in Concord. 

Another voter, who did not 
give his name, said he cast his 
ballot for former House speaker 
Newt Gingrich and emphasized 
"the important issues are the 
economy, jobs, reducing the 
size and scope of government." 

A final public opinion poll 
by Suffolk University in 
nearby Boston found Romney 
with 37 percent of likely vot¬ 
ers, Representative Ron Paul at 
18, Huntsman rising to 16, 
Christian conservative former 
senator Rick Santorum at 11, 
and Gingrich at nine percent. 

A vast campaign war chest 
and high-profile endorsements 
have fed Romney’s image as 


the man to beat, but he faces 
stubborn doubts about his con¬ 
servative credentials and has 
been unable to push his nation¬ 
wide Republican support 
above 30 percent. 

Texas Governor Rick Perry, 
who skipped New Hampshire 
to go directly to South Car¬ 
olina which votes on January 
21, and former Louisiana gov¬ 
ernor Buddy Roemer each had 
one percent, while seven per¬ 
cent said they were still unde¬ 
cided. 

By tradition, the first ballots 
in New Hampshire were cast 
shortly after midnight in two 
tiny towns with a combined 
turnout of 32 voters, and polls 
statewide were closed at 8:00 
pm. 

New Hampshire Secretary 
of State William Gardner told 


the Union Leader newspaper 
he expected 75,000 to vote in 
the Democratic primary and 
250,000 to cast ballots in the 
Republican primary. 

The GOP primary is closed 
to Democrats but open to the 
state's undeclared voters, its 
term for registered independ¬ 
ents who are notoriously un¬ 
predictable. Obama faced no 
serious competition — his slate 
of 13 rivals included Craig 'Tax 
Freeze' Freis and Vermin 
Supreme, an eccentric who 
spent the last few days going to 
Republican rallies and heckling 
the candidates with a bullhorn. 

In South Carolina, Romney 
may face pushback from con¬ 
servatives who think he is a 
flip-flopper and from evangel¬ 
ical Christians wary of his 
Mormon faith. 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - Syria's 
President Bashar al-Assad 
blamed foreign plotters yester¬ 
day for the deadly 10-month- 
old protests against his regime 
and vowed to crush their "ter¬ 
rorism" with an iron fist. 

The Syrian National Coun¬ 
cil (SNC), the largest opposi¬ 
tion umbrella group, branded 
Assad's rare speech an "incite¬ 
ment to violence" that pushes 
the country closer to a civil 
war. 

In the speech just hours be¬ 
fore the UN Security Council 
was to discuss Syria, Assad de¬ 
nied security forces had orders 
to fire on civilian protesters, 
even as activists reported 
regime gunmen killed 13 more 
civilians. 

Assad said the unrest, 
which the United Nations esti¬ 
mated last month has cost 
more than 5,000 lives since 
March, would only come to an 
end "when the flow of funds 
and weapons coming from 
abroad stops." 

"Regional and international 
parties who are trying to desta¬ 
bilise Syria can no longer fal¬ 
sify the facts and events," the 
embattled leader said in the te¬ 
levised speech that lasted al¬ 
most two hours. 

Assad said restoring secu¬ 
rity was the "absolute priority" 
for Syria and pledged his go¬ 
vernment would tackle terror¬ 
ism with an "iron fist," after a 
Damascus suicide bombing 
killed 26 people on Friday. 

"There can be no let-up for 


terrorism — it must be hit with 
an iron fist," he said. "The bat¬ 
tle with terrorism is a battle for 
everyone, a national battle, not 
only the government's battle." 

In Istanbul, the head of the 
opposition SNC, Burhan 
Ghalioun, expressed alarm 
about Assad's "dangerous 
speech in which he stated his 
determination to use violence 
against our own people". 

"He has cut short any Arab 
or other initiative to find a so¬ 
lution to the crisis and avoid 
the worst," Ghalioun said, 
adding that the speech showed 
Assad's "determination to di¬ 
vide and push the country to¬ 
wards civil war." 

Ghalioun called on the 
world community to "work to 
ensure the international protec¬ 
tion of Syrian civilians as soon 
as possible," while urging the 
Arab League to turn to the UN 
Security Council for help. 

Basma Qadmani of the SNC 
told the same news conference 
that Assad's speech was an "in¬ 
citement to violence" that dis¬ 
missed the international 
community and marked a turn¬ 
ing point in Syria's relations 
with the Arab League. 

"This is a turning point, a 
rupture with its Arab environ¬ 
ment," she said. 

The Syrian Observatory for 
Human Rights said security 
forces shot dead at least 13 
civilians yesterday, including 
10 youths at a peaceful demon¬ 
stration in Deir Ezzor, north¬ 
east Syria.

Coca growers

LA PAZ (AFP) - Coca produ¬ 
cers in the central Bolivian re¬ 
gion of La Asunta issued an 
ultimatum yesterday, deman¬ 
ding that soldiers and police 
withdraw by the next day or 
face confiscation of their 
trucks, tents and clothing. 

Bolivian military and police 
are in the fertile region de¬ 
stroying illegal coca crops that 
could be used to make cocaine. 

Coca crops are a significant 
income source for many resi¬ 
dents of La Asunta. 

"The joint task force (of 
military and police) is not 
going to return to camp (in La 
Asunta)," said Mario Miranda, 
secretary general of the union 
of coca growers of La Asunta. 
"We simply want them to with¬ 
draw definitely. We will give 
them until today." 

If the government does not 
withdraw the military and po¬ 
lice by today’s deadline, "all 
the property (of the joint task 
force) will be given to social 
organizations," Miranda said. 

The property consists of 10 
trucks, clothing and tents from 
among the 20 police and mili¬ 
tary personnel the coca grow¬ 
ers claim to have expelled on 
Sunday. 

The facilities occupied by 
the coca growers union are 
"not a military post," Miranda 
said. 

Pascual Mamani, the union 
leader in La Asunta, said the 
growers are not going to give 
up more coca "voluntarily." 

Bolivian law on coca and 
controlled substances allows as 
much as 12,000 hectares of 
land in approved locations to 
be used to produce coca for 
legal purposes. 

However, a recent United 
Nations report said 31,000 
hectares of coca plants are 
being grown in Bolivia. 

Deputy Minister of Coca 
German Loza said La Asunta 
"is not recognized as a legal 
zone" for planting coca. 

Death toll in Brazil floods, landslide rises to 28 



RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Torrential rains lashing 
southeastern Brazil have 
killed at least 28 people, in¬ 
cluding 13 buried in a land¬ 
slide, according to an updated 
official death toll released 
late yesterday. 

Five more bodies were 
found yesterday under the 
rubble of collapsed buildings 
in Rio de Janeiro state's 


northern Sapucaia municipal¬ 
ity, bringing to 13 the number 
fatalities from Monday's 
landslide. 

Colonel Sergio Simoes, 
the head of the local fire 
department, said Monday 
that six adults and two chil¬ 
dren were found dead in the 
area. 

A family of five who took 
refuge in a car during the 


landslide were still unac¬ 
counted for, officials said. 

The heavy rains and ensu¬ 
ing flooding are mainly af¬ 
fecting the southeastern states 
of Rio de Janeiro, Espirito 
Santo and Minas Gerais, 
where thousands of people 
have been evacuated. 

Late Sunday, authorities 
began evacuating 900 people 
in Rio de Janeiro state's 


northern town of Outeiro 
after a local dike gave way. 

The evacuees were being 
sheltered in schools, tents or 
by relatives. 

The incident occurred in 
the same area where on 
Thursday 4,000 people were 
evacuated after floodwaters 
fed by torrential rains caused 
another dike to burst. 

Flooding is common in 


southeastern Brazil during 
the rainy season. Nationwide, 
more than 2 million people 
have been affected by this 
year's rains, Brazil's civil de¬ 
fence force says 

Only a year ago, floods 
and landslides left more than 
1,300 people dead or missing 
in the mountainous region of 
Rio de Janeiro state. 
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1,000 South 
Americans to sue 
over French implants 



PARIS (AFP) - About 1,000 
South American women plan 
to sue French firm PIP over 
the potentially faulty breast 
implants the company sup¬ 
plied to about 300,000 
women across the world, 
their lawyer said yesterday. 

Lawyer Arie Alimi said 
about 500 Argentinian 
women and an equal number 
from Venezuela were plan¬ 
ning to be civil plainitffs in 
the probe by French police 
into PIP and its founder Jean- 
Claude Mas. 

The probe is expected to 
lead to a court case to be held 
in the southern French city of 
Marseille later this year. 

About 300,000 women in 
65 countries are estimated to 
have received implants made 
by Poly Implant Prothese 
(PIP), which allegedly used 
an illegal industrial-grade gel 
that investigators say has led 
to abnormally high rates of 
ruptured implants. 

More than 450 lawsuits 
have been filed in three coun¬ 
tries, and French police have 
placed PIP and its 72-year-old 
founder under investigation. 

France, Germany and the 
Czech Republic have recom¬ 


mended that the devices be 
removed as a precaution but 
Britain has said it will not 
follow suit while Australia 
says it found no evidence that 
the implants posed a risk. 

Thirteen countries in Eu¬ 
rope and Latin America have 
urged women to have check¬ 
ups. In two of them — Bolivia 
and Venezuela — the state is 
offering operations to have 
the implants removed, but 
has not made this a recom¬ 
mendation. 

Brazil this week will start 
listing women who have had 
implants and identify the type 
of gel used but the move is 
not linked to PIP and was de¬ 
cided two years ago, said 
Jose Horacio Aboudib, the 
head of Brazilian Society of 
Plastic Surgeons. 

"If in 10 years there is a 
problem similar to that of the 
PIP implants, we will know 
which make and which lot is 
defective and we can react,” 
he said. 

In Belgium meanwhile, 
the health ministry said 
women there had been fitted 
with a total of at least 674 po¬ 
tentially faulty breast im¬ 
plants made by PIP.

The survey 
across 33 states by the 
Food Safety and Standards 
Authority of India (FSSAI) 
found that 68.4 percent of 
1,791 milk samples in the 
country contained adulter¬ 
ants such as skim milk pow¬ 
der, fat and salt. Despite 
being the world's biggest 
milk producer, India is no 
stranger to adulterated milk. 
"Addition of water not only 
reduces the nutritional 
value of milk but contami¬ 
nated water may also pose 
health risks," the study said, 
adding that the presence of 
detergent "indicates lack of 
hygiene and sanitation in 
the milk handling."

Cholesterol meds raise diabetes risk in 


women: study 


(AFP)--Post-menopausal 
women who take medication 
to lower their cholesterol face 
a higher risk of getting dia¬ 
betes than women who do 
not take the popular drugs, 
known as statins, said a US 
study on Monday. 

The risk was apparent 
even after researchers ad¬ 
justed for variables such as 
age, race/ethnicity and body 
mass index, said the study in 
the Archives of Internal Med¬ 
icine, a publication of the 
Journal of the American 
Medical Association 

(JAMA). 

The link appeared regard¬ 
less of what type of statin, or 
what dosage, the women 
were taking, said the study 
which included 153,000 
women with an average age 
of 63. 

The researchers from the 
Mayo Clinic in Minnesota 
called for more study on the 


matter but said in the mean¬ 
time there was no need to re¬ 
vise the guidelines for statin 
use in non-diabetic people, 
pointing out that statins aim 
to fix the negative heart con¬ 
sequences of diabetes. 

’’Women who are taking 
statins should be aware of the 
need to check their blood 
sugars, along with their liver 
function tests,” said Suzanne 
Steinbaum, director of 
women and heart disease at 
Lenox Hill Hospital in New 
York. 

’’Due to the extensive use 
of statins in the aging female 
population, it is critical that 
more studies are done to help 
understand the association 
with statins and the develop¬ 
ment of diabetes,” added 
Steinbaum, who was not part 
of the study. 

Statins have been dubbed 
’’the aspirin of the 21st cen¬ 
tury” for their perceived ben¬ 


efits in cardiovascular health 
and relatively few side ef¬ 
fects. Worldwide sales total 
more than $20 billion annu¬ 
ally. 

Popularly known names 
such as Lipitor, Pravachol, 
and Crestor are among the 
most widely prescribed drugs 
in the United States. About 
42 million Americans suffer 
from high cholesterol. 

The drugs help reduce the 
risk of heart attack and stroke 
by lowering a person’s low- 
density lipoprotein (LDL), 
sometimes known as ’’bad 
cholesterol.” 

A review published by 
JAMA in June 2011 showed 
that high doses of statins 
were linked to higher num¬ 
bers of new diabetes cases in 
patients, leaving doctors to 
balance the benefits and risks 
according to each individual 
patient.

Nokia declares war in US 
smartphone market 


Microsoft to bring Kinect 
to Windows PCs 


(AFP)—Nokia has de¬ 
clared war in the US 
smartphone market, with 
a Microsoft-powered 
handset tailored to take 
on Apple iPhones and 
Google-backed Android 
devices. 

Microsoft chief exec¬ 
utive Steven Ballmer 
joined Nokia boss 
Stephen Elop on Mon¬ 
day to unveil the new 
Lumia 900 smartphone, 
which will run on Windows 
mobile software and tap into 
a growing trove of popular 
mini-applications. 

The two firms did not dis¬ 
close the price or release date 
for the Lumia 900, but said it 
will be offered exclusively on 
the latest generation 4G LTE 
network of US telecom giant 
AT&T. 

”We believe the industry 
has shifted from a battle of 
devices to a war of ecosys¬ 
tems,” Elop said, in a presen¬ 
tation laden with martial 
metaphors. 

’’Clearly there are strong 
contenders on the field in this 
war of ecosystems,” he told a 
room packed with press on 
the eve of the opening of the 
annual Consumer Electronics 
Show (CES), a massive gadg¬ 
ets fair in Las Vegas. 

The Finland-based Nokia 
in October introduced the 
Lumia line, which Elop de¬ 
scribed as the ’’first real Win¬ 
dows phones,” which had 



established ’’beachheads” in 
Europe, India, and Hong 
Kong. 

The company planned to 
start the US invasion on Jan¬ 
uary 11 with a Lumia 710 
model that will be priced at 
$49 when bought with T-Mo- 
bile service contracts. 

’’The work Nokia is doing 
around Windows phone and 
this third ecosystem is really 
going to pay off,” Ballmer 
said, caressing a sleek Lumia 
900 touchscreen handset. 

’’When you pick it up and 
love and touch and feel your 
Lumia,” he said — making a 
playful "mmmmm” sound 
that drew laughs — ”it really 
is quite fantastic.” 

Lumia 900 has front and 
rear facing cameras with Carl 
Zeiss photo technology and 
4.3-inch high-definition dis¬ 
plays. 

Nokia showed off an array 
of applications made just for 
Lumia 900, including 20 
videogames made by console 


industry colossus Elec- 
V / tronicArts. 

Elop said Nokia 
planned to price Lumia 
900 ’’aggressively” to 
establish a strong 
beachhead on the US 
smartphone battlefield. 
He said that Lumia 
would then land in 
China and Latin Amer¬ 
ica to fight for market 
share. 

”1 am so happy that 
companies like Samsung, 
HTC and others are all intro¬ 
ducing Windows devices,” 
Elop said. ” We all need to get 
that fly wheel spinning; our 
principle competition is the 
other ecosystems.” 

Nokia plans to eventually 
extend Windows across its 
full range of mobile phones 
and was working with Mi¬ 
crosoft on getting mobile 
gadgets and computers to 
share pictures and other con¬ 
tent using the Internet 
’’cloud.” 

While declining to com¬ 
ment specifically on Research 
In Motion (RIM), Elop said 
that Nokia sees opportunity to 
compete in the business 
smartphone market, which 
has long been a stronghold 
for RIM’s popular BlackBerry 
handset. 
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(AFP)— Microsoft plans to 
bring its Kinect technology to 
bear on personal computers 
following its phenomenal 
success with the gesture and 
voice-recognition sensor in 
the Xbox 360 game console. 

”I’m thrilled to announce 
that Kinect is coming to Win¬ 
dows on February 1,” Mi¬ 
crosoft chief executive Steve 
Ballmer said in his final 
keynote address at the Con¬ 
sumer Electronics Show 
(CES), which opens in Las 
Vegas on Tuesday. 

’’We’re already working 
with over 200 companies on 
unique Kinect for Windows 
applications,” including 
American Express, Mattel, 
Telefonica, Toyota and the 
United Health Group, he told 
a packed ballroom at the Ve¬ 
netian hotel on Monday. 

’’The breadth of what 
they're doing is mind-blow¬ 
ing,” Ballmer said, without 
providing further details. 

Microsoft has shipped 
more than 18 million Kinects 
since the Xbox peripheral 
went on sale just a little over 


a year ago, Ballmer said. 

He said there are currently 
66 million Xbox users and 
more than 40 million sub¬ 
scribers to Xbox Live, which 
links the game console to the 
Internet, allowing for real¬ 
time game play but also pro¬ 
viding access to online 
content. 

Ballmer said the Xbox has 
evolved into ”an entertain¬ 
ment hub for live TV, on de¬ 
mand videos, movies and 
news, social (networking), 
music and of course still 
games.” 

’’Xbox is your all-in-one 
entertainment device for the 
living room,” he said, adding 
that a partnership with News 
Corp. would bring Fox tele¬ 
vision channels and The Wall 
Street Journal to the Xbox 
this year. 

Microsoft's plan to inte¬ 
grate the Kinect's voice and 
gesture recognition capabili¬ 
ties into PCs using the Win¬ 
dows operating system was 
the highlight of Ballmer's last 
appearance on stage at the 
CES. 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Global uncertainty on how to deal with 
the threats of nuclear weapons and climate change have forced the 
’’Doomsday clock” one minute closer to midnight, leading interna¬ 
tional scientists said Tuesday. 

”It is now five minutes to midnight,” said Allison Macfarlan. 
chair of the Bulletin of Atomic Scientists, which created the 
Doomsday clock in 1947 as a barometer of how close the world is 
to an apocalyptic end. The last decision by the group, which in¬ 
cludes a host of Nobel Prize winning scientists, in 2010 moved the 
clock a minute further away from midnight on hopes of global nu¬ 
clear cooperation and the election of President Barack Obama. 
However, Tuesday's decision pushes the clock back to the time where it was in 2007. 

”It is clear that the change that appeared to be happening at the time is not happening,” said 
co-chair Lawrence Krauss. ’’Business as usual reigns the norm among world leaders.” 

Increasing nuclear tensions, refusal to engage in global action on climate change, and a grow¬ 
ing tendency to reject science when it comes to major world concerns were cited as key reasons 
for the latest tick on the clock.

Fed pays near-record billions to 
US Treasury 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Federal Reserve said yesterday 
it had paid $76.9 billion to the 
US Treasury from its estimated 
2011 earnings, mainly income 
from interest collected on a 
range of securities. 

The amount was only three 
percent below the 2010 record 
payment of $79.3 billion, and 
reflected the extraordinary ac¬ 
tions the Fed has taken to prop 
up the economy after the 2008 
financial crisis. 

Most of the 2011 earnings 
came from $83.6 billion in in¬ 
terest income on government- 
linked securities, such as US 
Treasury securities, the central 


bank said in a statement. 

The bank's balance sheet 
has ballooned since the Fed 
launched massive asset pur¬ 
chases to support growth fol¬ 
lowing the 2008 financial 
crisis that led to the worst re¬ 
cession in decades. 

The Fed has acquired $2.3 
trillion in securities since the 
Lehman Brothers bankruptcy 
in September 2008, trying to 
lower long-term interest rates 
and support the distressed 
housing sector. 

Under Fed policy, the 12 re¬ 
gional banks in the federal re¬ 
serve system pay the US 
Treasury their net income after 


certain costs are deducted, in¬ 
cluding for operations and div¬ 
idend payments. 

At the end of the US gov¬ 
ernment's 2011 fiscal year on 
September 30, the federal 
budget deficit stood at $1.3 
trillion, about 8.7 percent of 
the nation's gross domestic 
product, a broad measure of 
economic output. 

The Fed said the $76.9 bil¬ 
lion number was preliminary 
and based on unaudited results. 
Final results were to be pub¬ 
lished in the central bank's full- 
year audit, usually released in 
March. 


Brazil reports record grain harvest, 
exports in 2011 


BRASILIA (AFP) - Brazil's 
grain harvest hit a record- 
breaking 159.9 million metric 
tons last year while farm ex¬ 
ports soared 24 percent to 
$94.5 billion, official data re¬ 
leased yesterday showed. 


The 2011 harvest was up 
6.9 percent over the previous 
output record set the previous 
year, the Brazilian Institute of 
Geography and Statistics 
(IBGE) announced. 

The area under grain culti¬ 


vation in the country in¬ 
creased 4.7 percent to total 
48.7 million hectares (120 
million acres), with soybean, 
corn and rice making up 90 
percent of production. 

For 2012, IBGE forecast 
grain production of 160.3 
million tons, virtually equal 
to that of 2011. 

Agriculture Minister Jorge 
Alberto Mendes Ribeiro 
however said the government 
was hoping to see a 5.7 per¬ 
cent hike in farm exports over 
the record set last year. 

Soybean, sugar and 
ethanol, meat, timber and 
coffee were the country's top 
exports in 2011, according to 
the agriculture ministry. 

Key markets for Brazilian 
exports were Europe, China, 
the United States, Russia and 
Japan. 

The southern region, par¬ 
ticularly Parana state, is 
Brazil’s highest grain yield¬ 
ing region. 



Fed official: Uncertainty 
making joblessness worse 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - A 
senior Federal Reserve official 
said yesterday that uncertainty 
about the economy's direction 
and government policies may 
have increased unemployment 
by as much as one percentage 
point. 

Lending weight to Republi¬ 
can claims that the slow recov¬ 
ery is due to uncertainty caused 
by President Barack Obama's 
alleged over-regulation, John 
Williams — head of the San 
Francisco Fed - hinted that un¬ 
employment could today be as 
low as 7.5 percent if there were 
a less murky outlook. 

"Businesses are uncertain 
about the economic environ¬ 
ment and the direction of eco¬ 
nomic policy. Households are 
uncertain about job prospects 


and future incomes," Williams 
said in remarks prepared for a 
speech in Vancouver, Washing¬ 
ton state. 

"I repeatedly hear from my 
business contacts that these un¬ 
certainties are prompting them 
to slow investment and hiring." 

"Economists at the San 
Francisco Fed calculate that 
uncertainty has reduced con¬ 
sumer and business spending 
so much that it has potentially 
added a full percentage point 
to the unemployment rate." 

Economists are fiercely di¬ 
vided about the impact of un¬ 
certainty on investment, spen¬ 
ding and other drivers of the 
economy. There is also consi¬ 
derable disagreement about 
how any impact would be ac¬ 
curately measured. 


Oil exporters to up output if 


Iran embargoed: France 


PARIS (AFP)-If Iran is hit 
with an oil embargo over its 
nuclear policy, other major 
exporters will increase their 
production in order to steady 
world markets, the French fo¬ 
reign minister said yesterday. 

"Other countries are ready 
to increase production to 
avoid an effect on prices. We 
have made discreet contacts 
in this direction. The produc¬ 
ers don't want to talk about it, 
but they are standing ready," 
Alain Juppe said. 

Briefing a French parlia¬ 
mentary committee, Juppe 
said he did not share some 
lawmakers' pessimism over 
the prospects for an embargo 
on Ira- nian crude. 

Several Western powers 
are pushing for stronger eco¬ 
nomic sanctions to be im¬ 
posed on Iran's Islamic 
regime in order to force it to 
abandon a nuclear program 
they allege is destined to pro¬ 
duce atomic bombs. 

But China and some other 
major energy consumers are 


opposed to any embargo that 
could cut of oil supplies from 
the Gulf and boost oil prices 
at a moment when the world 
economy is already teetering 
on the brink of recession. 

Juppe admitted some Eu¬ 
ropean oil importers, includ¬ 
ing Italy and Greece, were 
also nervous about losing 
Iranian exports, but said: "We 
are trying to convince our 
partners that there are other 
sources of supply."

Spielberg shares storytelling secrets in Paris 



PARIS (AFP) - Steven Spiel¬ 
berg caught the filmmaking 
bug as a 12-year-old boy, and 
half a century on still goes 
’’crazy” when he doesn’t have 
a story to tell, he admitted to 
fans packing a masterclass in 
Paris this week. 

Greeted with a standing 
ovation, the US director — 
whose works from ”E.T” to 
’’Indiana Jones” are the focus 
of a retrospective at Paris’ 
Cinematheque film centre — 
told the room in French, hand 
on his heart: ”Je t’aime!” 

’’I'm a storyteller,” the 65- 
year-old told the filmmaking 
masterclass between screen¬ 


ings of his new film 
’’War Horse”. ’’For a 
long time movies were 
everything in my life — 
and if I don't have a 
story to tell I go crazy.” 

"Ask my wife and 
my kids what’s it's like 
to have me without a 
movie in my immediate 
future to direct!” he 
quipped. "I’m a terrible 
person to live with!” 

”1 mope, I walk 
around the house in a 
terrible state, I’m miser¬ 
able!” Spielberg joked. 
"So my family is the 
first to call my company 
and say 'Is there any¬ 
thing in the files he can di¬ 
rect? Please help us!'” 

Revealed to film buffs 
with the 1971 car chase 
thriller "Duel”, then to the 
mainstream with "Jaws” in 
1975, Spielberg has shot 
more than 30 feature films as 
well as a string of produc¬ 
tions for television, from 
episodes of "Columbo" to the 
hit series "Band of Brothers” 
in 2001. 

”1 got starting making 
movies as a kid because I 
couldn't think of anything 
more fun to do,” Spielberg 
recalled. "When I was 13 


there was absolutely nothing 
that interested me more than 
to take a movie camera and 
tell a three, four minute 
story.” 

"And when I make a 
movie today, I get that same 
energy, the same excite¬ 
ment,” he said. ”1 remember 
the same feeling at 12, 13 
years old, as the feeling I still 
had as I turned 65. That has 
never gone away.” 

The director has been 
something of a work horse of 
late, directing the 3D block¬ 
buster "Adventures of Tintin: 
Secret of the Unicom”, which 
hit screens in late 2011, be¬ 
fore launching straight into 
"War Horse”. 

When in the grip of a story 
— as was the case for "War 
Horse” which he based on a 
children's book by British 
writer Michael Morpurgo, 
and a play adaptation by Nick 
Stafford — Spielberg works 


non-stop. 

"From the time we started 
working on the script, to the 
time I called action for the 
first time in Devon (in south¬ 
western England), was seven 
months,” he said, "which as 
you know is a very, very 
short time.” 

"That's an ’E.T.’ sort of 
record, since ’E.T.' took seven 
months from the time the 
script was written to the time 
we shot.” 

"War Horse” tells the story 
of Joey, a horse raised in the 
bucolic English countryside 
who is torn away from his 
home — and stable lad Albert 
— and sent to France to the 
battlefields of World War I. 

Almost deliberately old- 
fashioned, the movie pits 
noble beast against the hor¬ 
rors of war with sweeping, 
emotional set pieces that 
earned it a Golden Globe 
nomination for best dramatic 


film, but has divided critics. 

”1 cried when I saw it on 
stage," Spielberg said of the 
work. "It's a straight narrative 
story. It's completely clear: I 
like stories that are not en¬ 
cumbered by excessive sym¬ 
bolism or metaphor.” 

Asked by the event host, 
the filmmaker Costa Gavras, 
to offer a tip to the aspiring 
filmmakers packing the audi¬ 
ence, Spielberg said casting 
was key. 

"First of all, the best thing 
you can do is to cast the right 
actor. If not, you have to 
work ten times more later. 

"Once you have casted, 
listen to the people you 
casted: what do they have to 
bring? Let them do their 
work, read the books,” he 
said. "Why cast talented peo¬ 
ple if you do not listen to 
them? You got to listen more 
than you speak.”

Parma fire Colomba 
and hire Donadoni 



ROME (AFP) - Former Italy 
coach Roberto Donadoni has 
been named the new coach of 
Serie A side Parma after 
Franco Colomba was uncere¬ 
moniously dismissed follow¬ 
ing a heavy defeat. 

Donadoni, who coached 
Italy from 2006-2008, had 
been out of work for six 
months since being fired by 
Cagliari during pre-season, 
straight after a friendly vic¬ 
tory. 

Colomba paid for Satur¬ 
day's 5-0 thrashing at Inter 
Milan, the third time this sea¬ 
son his side had been heavily 
beaten by a leading con¬ 
tender, following 4-1 defeats 
against AC Milan and Juven- 
tus. 

It was a sixth game in a 


row without victory, although 
they only lost two of those 
and their last success was a 
hugely impressive 2-0 defeat 
of high-flying Udinese on 
November 20. 

Colomba thus became the 
11th coach to lose his job in 
Italy's Serie A already this 
season. 

Cagliari and Palermo lead 
the way with two coaching 
changes and both fired 
coaches before the start of the 
league season. 

Inter replaced Gian Piero 
Gasperini with Claudio 
Ranieri after just four 
matches in the most high- 
profile sacking. 

Although a former Italy 
coach, Donadoni has had lit¬ 
tle success as a club manager. 

He previously coached 
Fivorno, Genoa and Napoli, 
as well as Cagliari in the top 
flight without achieving any¬ 
thing remarkable. 

He guided Italy to Euro 
2008 before losing to eventual 
winners Spain on penalties in 
the quarter-finals, after which 
he was dismissed to allow 
World Cup-winning coach 
Marcello Fippi to return. 


Argentina, Brazil, set for New 
Jersey friendly 


PARIS (AFP) - South Amer¬ 
ican giants Argentina and 
Brazil will face off in an in¬ 
ternational friendly in New 
Jersey, United States, on June 
9, the Argentine Football 
Federation announced on 
Tuesday. 

The high profile fixture is 
being staged in the 80,000- 
seater MetFife Stadium, 
more commonly used for 
games between New York's 
American football sides the 
Giants and the Jets. 

A week earlier, Argentina 
confront Ecuador in the fifth

Brazil. 

Argentina have another 
friendly arranged for Novem¬ 
ber 14 against Saudi Arabia 
in Riyadh.

Louisiana State edged Al¬ 
abama 9-6 in over-time on 
November 5 when they met 
in the regular season and the 
Tigers finished the campaign 
unbeaten to top the rankings 
with Alabama finishing sec¬ 
ond to earn a rematch in the 
title game. 


The Crimson Tide, whose 
only penalty came with less 
than three minutes to play, 
made the most of their sec¬ 
ond chance and enjoyed their 
first shutout victory in a bowl 
game since 1963. 

"It was a great team win," 
Alabama coach Nick Saban 
said. "Our defense did a great 
job. Our offense controlled 
the momentum of this game 
from start to finish." 

The Tigers were thwarted 
in their bid for a second 
crown in five seasons in the 
last of 35 bowl games for 
large US college gridiron 
teams, whose television con¬ 
tracts produce millions of 
dollars in revenues for 
schools. 

"We just out-physicaled 
them," Alabama defender 
Courtney Upshaw said.
